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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment raises new issues under 35 USC § 112, 1st paragraph. For example, claim 1 was amended 
to recite wherein the claimed method is not practiced by the administration of an antisense oligonucleotide, however claim 4 recites 
wherein the inhibiting step is carried out by down regulating human EMAP II expression. Applicant's amendment raises new issues 
under 35 USC § 1 12, for new matter, since there is no support in the specification as filed for the administration of any other compound 
besides antisense oligonucleotides, wherein the compound is administered in an effective amount to down regulate EMAP II expression, 
see page 4, last paragraph. Additionally, if Applicants consider the breadth of the claimed invention to read solely on antibodies, it is 
noted that antibodies only function at the protein level to block the activity of a protein, antibodies directed against human EMAP II would 
not function to inhbit the expression of human EMAP II.
